One 
time, Aurangzeb wounded his finger Writing with a. bandage finger 
was inconvenient but since he had to respond to his father's letter, he 
wrote it. When his father received his letter, the handwriting had an 
obvious slant. Shahjuhan flared up or probably Dara Shikoh made 
him believe that instead of Aurangzeb writing himself, somebody 
else wrote it, which shows Aurangzeb^ arrogance and insolence 
towards his father See ruqa' 1 0/96, p. 1 7 1 .

It is reported that when Aurangzeb was the governor 
of Multan, he would often visit Khawaja Ma" sum. On such 
occasions, he had no special privileges. He would sit on the floor 
among the commoners like the rest, In tbis relationship, Aurangzeb 
was on the receiving end, Overawed by Ma 'sum's presence, he 
would not utter a word out of respect, silting all the time with his 



head slanted downward. If he had to ask anything, he would write it 
dawn for Ma' sum to read. 

When Ma' sum started his journey for hajj, thousands of people 
thronged him on his route to Malclcah. Aurangzeb was one of them. 
He presented him with J 2,000 ashrafis, which Ma.' sum accepted 
contrary to his practice. He gyve him the glad tiding of kingship in 
the near future. Aurangzeb asked him to write down the 
proclamation in his favour, which he did. Later, Aurangzeb younger 
sister Gauhar Ara would laughingly say that his brother bought this 
kingdom for the paltry sum of 12,000 ashrafis. 

The other incident shows their closeness. Aurangzeb was then 
campaigning inBalkh. Young and determined, he could do even the 
impossible. Ma* sum wants to harness his youth m the service of 
Islam, Ma 'sum's occasional letter is a masterpiece of rhetoric us 
well as rich in spirituality and persuasion. Urging him to restrain his 
youthful self and surrender himself to Allah for it is in surrender that 
abclicveris exalted. He asks him, among others, to be firm in Islam: 

l *[I]t is obligatory for the one who is wise to reflect on the life spent so 
far and the goal s he has opted for hi msc I f. He who attain s th is kind of 
wealth deserves to be congratulated; for him arc all the applause. Let 
him have the glad tiding that he has found the justification for his 
birth and has qualified himself for Allah *s mercy and beneficence, 
And if he has not succeeded so far, then he must continue his eflbrt to
